At Last-Postal Pact Signed 


OTTAWA' (CP)—A settlement of the year-dM/ 
postal dispute was announced formally early today 
by mediator ’Riornas O’Connor, Toronto labor 
relations specialist. 

The settlement, which goes to the 27,000 postal 
workers for ratification, provides for a 55-cent-an- 
hour wage increase spread over 2y 2 years from last 
Sept. 30, when the previous work contract expired. 

The government says that works out to an 
annual increase rate of 6.8 per cent. The union says it 
is 7.2 per cent 

The difference arises because the raise would be 
applied to different wage bases in force among 
various workers. The average hourly rate generally is 
considered to be $3.06. A 55-cent raise on that base 
over 30 months would work out at about 12 per cent. 


The settlement was signed after 1 a.m. this 
morning,- following prolonged talks. 

The agreement has to be ratified by the workers, 
before it becomes official 

Hie settlement—discussed throughout Thursday 
by union leaders, government negotiators, mediator 
Thomas O’Connor and the federal cabinet—breaches 
the government’s guiding maximum of six per cent 
for wage settlements this year.

Earlier in the day, representatives of the postal 
workers accepted a recommended settlement by 
O’Connor, but the government’s position was 
uncertain. 

Acting prime minister Mitchell Sharp told 
reporters alter a Thursday cabinet meeting the 


government has examined O’Connor’s report and the 
treasury board negotiating team will continue 
mediation talks. 

Sharp said the government is hopeful of a 
settlement but no further cabinet meetings have been 
set‘T think the prospects for a settlement are better 
than they have been.” 

William Wajsh, a Hamilton trade union con¬ 
sultant and adviser to the council said in an 
interview Thursday the negotiating team for the 
27,000 postal workers has accepted O'Connor’s 
recommendation. 

Progressive Conservative MP George Hees, 
(Prince Edward Hastings) an Opposition front bench 
member, said the settlement of the postal dispute 
early today was needlessly delayed and costly 
because of government “stupidity”. 


Hees observed in a statement that the 
government had Anally abandoned its own 6-per- 
cent guide to maximum pay settlements this long 
after It had been made obsolete by a succession of 
industrial Settlements since the beginning of the year.

“The stubborn stupidity of the government in 
trying to impose a guideline which bore no 
relationship to reality has cost the country many 
millions of dollars in lost postal revenue and many 
times that amount in postal business which will be 
lost for all time,” he said. 

Hees said many businesses have made it clear 
they intend to continue to use courier services "which 
have proved to be both efficient and reasonable in 
costs during the long period of postal delays.”

/^OVJGRNMENT REGULATION of Industry, in-

rritahle and pa c — a ry to meet today’s fast- 
moving conditions, Is rapidly reaching the point 
when the extent at the involvement is becoming of 
menacing proportions to the existence at private 
ente r pr ise trying to run under Ha own steam. 

With Ha special tax inducement areas, tta 
subventions and subsidies, the government, not 
anly at federal but mho at provincial levels is 
finding itself steeped in more detail than it can 
handle. 

When the government this spring declined to 
allow Canada’s largest uranium company 
Denison Mines Ltd. — to sell out to tha Canadian 
sutoktiary of a VS ofl and gaa comp a n y. It 
opened up a new set of problems that It is not 
going to dispose of easily. 

In the first place Denison having been denied 
tile sale of its company *1 lucrative prices is now 
blaming government for Its so-called plight, and Its 
chairman, Stephen R Roman, is nursing what be 
believas to be a wound unjustly indicted by Ottawa 
policy. 

Denison Mines In its half yearly report jnet 
published has stated that although its non-uranium 
operations are expected to flourish during the next 
few yean, foe uranitxn situation is sod) that it will 
have to cloee down its Elliot Lake mine through 
lack of orders. 

This is a threat to government because 
Denison la the main employer of labor in the Blind 
River area of northern Ontario, and Mr. Roman 
wants the g o v e r nment to subsidize his operation by 
buying ip his uranium until such tone aa a world 
market develops. 

This could involve taxpayers’ money for a 
period extending to 1974 when Denison claims it 
will have an order from Japan that will provide a 
market for its output. 


If the Denison uranium operations had been 
sold to tbe Hudson’s Bay OO and Gas Company, 
would Ha U.S. controllers have made a similar 
appeal for Ottawa aid? In view of the high price it 
was apparently willing to pay for control, it must 
be deemed unlikely. ~ 

In other words Mr. Roman wants Ottawa to 
pay for its earlier decision that Denison must 
remain a Ca n adia n company. The implications of 
the involvement must be obvious. 


To his demand for stockpiling aid if he is to keep 
his mine open after next summer, Mr. Roman has 
received the answer from Energy Minister J. J. 
Greene that if Denison finds by June 1971 it is 
unable to keep the uranium mine going it would be 
in order then to appeal fra- government al<f, but he 
rightly indicated that it was not the responsibility 
of gove r nm ent to keep the mQl open. 

With this most people will agree. With 
Dentorn showing an in cre as ed operating profit, and 
with its report promising better things to come in 
die next six months, it is hard to sympathize with 
fts chairman's plea that these profits should be 
padded with taxpayers’ money. 

No doubt Mr. Roman has a grievance in being 
denied the sale jnf his business to a foreign 
company, when already foreign companies awn 
more than half of Canada’s energy developme n t ! , 
but he is stm a Canadian who has to comply with 
government orders. 

The gover n me n t on the other hand In picking 
out Denison far Canadian control action also lays 
Itself open to eritidwn. It took no action when 
another vital energy producer, B-A Oil was taken 
over by Gulf, or even when the investment firm of 
Merril Lynch took over Royal Securities. 

It is unwise to make fish of one and fowl of 
the other.

! It will be generally agreed that if a 



newspaperman goes nosing about In tibia fashion he 
Is inviting a violent and entirely excusable reaction- 
Not only would be deserve to be kicked out, but to 
N*ffer whatever the penalty may be for Invasion of 
privacy. 

Mr. McDonald’s rather startling suggestion 
when qualified by his later references boils down to 
this: It is a good thing that newspapers play 
patch dog on the government to seek out abuses of 


power, behind-the-scenes distortion of the rights of 
citizens or creeping over-go v e r nme n t Ftew will 
quarrel with this. 

In the same issue of The Colonist fa which Mr. 
McDonald’s reflections were reported there was a 
despatch concerning a statement attributed to 
John Diefenbaker, former Conservative prime 
minister, In which he said his party Is innefective 
and “a joke on the national scene.” 

Mr. Diefenbaker has called this the grossest 
mis-statement he has ever heard. 

The reporter of the Saskatoon Star Phoenix 
responsible for the disclosure of what has been 
made to look like a rebellion of western 
Conservatives, admits he was listening with other 
■ewamen outside the dosed door of the meeting- 
place. It Is on the basis of what he overheard that 
ha wrote Ua story. 

Irresponsible, unethical? Thia la a matter of 
opinion. But It can be argued that the gentlemen 
attending the closed-door session were entitled to 
their privacy or that they should have taken 
precautions to ensure It 

Key-hole repor ti ng, it should be said, k not, 
generally acceptable. For one thing it is very risky, 
particularly to the person involved. The day is past 
when newspapers wiD stop at nothing abort of 
murder to get “the story.** 

They are more interested In facts and figures 
than rumor and gossip, and always they want the 
truth. And they must be able to identify the 
sources. This cannot be done from the wrong aide 
of a door.

He has no mandate to deal 
directly with Palestinian leaders, who are not 
recognized at ail by the UN politically.

But most analysts here feel that the 
classical approach to the “refugee problem" 
is no longer enough. Food, clothing, tents, a 
little education, subsidies to go elsewhere and 
find jobs are not what the Palestinians will 
settle for—even if their flamboyant rhetoric 
is sharply discounted. 

This leaves Jarring with a dilemma. The 
Palestinians apparently cannot damage his 
conciliation mission.

That is how he happened to say of the fragile regime in 
Cambodia: “We're going to do everything we can to help the 
Lon Nol government.” That is how he happened to make 
matters worse by adding that it would be "impossible” to get 
out of Vietnam If Cambodia fell to the Communists. 

The American stress on the importance of Asia is a 
godsend to toe local leaders. For as the vice president found 
out to his discomfiture, everyone of them has a claim to 
press against this country. 


President TTileu of South Vietnam is seeking assurances 
of a residual American force to stay on indefinitely in South 
Vietnam, Prime Minister Lon Nol of Cambodia wants more 
direct military help from the United States, South Vietnam, 
and Thailand. And the leaders of South Korea, Fomjosa, and 
Thailand all want ■ continuing military presence plus vast 
sums of American money to modernize their forces. 

In country after country, Agnew ran into the kind of 
tactics that have repeatedly made this country the prisoner 
of its Asian satellites. 

In Thailand, for example. Foreign Minister TTanat 
Khoiwn told the press that his government would not raise 
with Agnew the question of the U.S. paying mustering-out 
bonuses to the Thai troops coming home from Vietnam. Then 
with a characteristic twist, he said: "If the American tide 
wants to chance its mind and renege on an arrangement 
freely entered into on its side, we have nothing more to say.” 


President Chung Hee Park of South Korea let it be known 
that a proposed American withdrawal of 201)00 troops would 
require as compensation S3 billion for modernization of South 
Korean forces. And to publicize hit case he harangued the 
vice president for a couple of houre in conference that 
continued well past the scheduled time. 

What the Agnew trip shows, in short, is that there are 
■till very much in play the forces which caused the U.S. to go 
in over Us head In Asia. Leaders In Washington continue to 
exaggerate the Importance of remote pieces of Asian real 
estate dimly managed by uneovemments. Asian leaders 
continue to demand that the United States take responsibility 
for their security. 

And when Washington tries to scale down the American 
military presence, or hold In check financial commitment*, 
the Asians cry that the U.S. ia welshing.

Maybe President Nixon is proof against such tactics. 
Maybe he is so clever that he can keep withdrawing 
American troops even at the leaders he has praised to the 
skies charge him with letting down the side. 

But here, is room for doubt. Maybe the Nixon tactic 
won’t work. So there is reason to emphasize an alternate 
approach less vulnerable to the blackmail of supposed allies. 
That Is the approach of putting forward at the Paris peace 
talks an offer the other side can pick up. 


dicament worse, the appre¬ 
hensive Israelis are unpre¬ 
dictable.

Saturday night throngs in 
Tel Aviv and Jerusalem grasp 
frantically at pleasure — as If 
Sunday might truly never 
come, as If they were 
medieval communities await¬ 
ing the scythe of the black 
death. 

Objectively, the frenzy is at 
least premature. But it would 
be facilely misleading merely 
to note that the Israelis are 
highly emotional and in¬ 
secure.

Besides, 
Israel has not yet received 
weapons promised shortly be¬ 
fore and after the cease-fire. 

Informed Israelis consider 
the missiles advance a 
portent — the first ma¬ 
noeuvre of a long-range 
strategy. They befieve Russia 
and Egypt thus demonstrated 
their determination to destroy 
Israel. 

* * * 

Jerusalem feels caught In 
pincer — one arm American, 
the other Russo-Egyptian. 
Policy is therefore not yet 
clearly defined. 

But Jerusalem will pro¬ 
visionally steer a moderate 
course almost as much to 
satify domestic opinion as to 
reduce diplomatic pressure. 

The ultimate purpose is 
testing the sincerity of Arab 
wishes for permanent peace 
and mutual accommodation. 
Israel will therefore ask spe¬ 
cifically what the Arabs want. 

Despite extremist pressure, 
she will not refuse to talk 


through UN mediator Gunnar 
Jarring until the missiles are 
withdrawn. She will not iay 
down her maximum con¬ 
cessions. which do include 
relinquishing some territory, 
and refuse to discuss other 
terms. 

Again hardliners oppose 
surrendering any territory 
whatsoever. 

Net even the most hopeful 
Israelis believe there is more 
than a 10 per cent chance 
that the Arabs sincerely de¬ 
siring peace will accept con¬ 
ditions that ensure Israel’s 
survival. 

* * * 

In sum, Israelis are con¬ 
fused: Despite public rhetoric 
they retain much faith In 
American guarantees. Despite 
rhetoric they have not totally 
abandoned hope of successful 
negotiations with the Arabs. 

Israelis are fighting for 
sheer survival. Should they 
prove beyond reasonable 
doubt that the cease-fire is 
just a tactical move In the 
holy war for their extermina¬ 
tion they will act, nor will 
they delay.

In the Qualicum ares, bucktailers have been taking a few 
coho — a few limit catches — off French Creek. 

Qualicum Fish and Game Club will hold a salmon derby 
today.

East Point has been giving up a few epho. 

The fishing boundary along the weedline is on at Cowichan 
Bay, but that isn’t stopping anglers picking up the hefty 
Chinooks. A new run appeared in the Bay Wednesday, well out 
from #ie Boundary, off the Government docks and along 
Skinner Bluffs. They are bright fish and trollers are getting 
more action than moochers, with 100 to 175 feet of line and a - 
planer with large strip. 

A few coho have shown off Deep Cove and In Satellite 
Channel, but the big Chinooks are providing the main action. 

Saanich Inlet is still providing steady, if not spectacular, 
fishing, with lots of small fish spread out all over the Inlet. 

Finlays on Arm is still the action spot for coho on lighter 
tackle and the bigger Chinooks, but Mill Bay shoreline has also 
produced a few bigger fish. Bamberton, Boulder, McKenzie 
Bay, Indian and Coles Bay water* have all been fair, mostly 
for jacks avenging four and one-half pounds, with the odd coho 
to eight pounds. The fish have been feeding on shrimp in deep 
water, although plenty of bait has been showing on top. Watch 
those under-sized grilse. In two or three weeks they should be 
reaching legal 12-inch size. 

Pedder Bay waters are giving up a few coho In the Race 
Rocks, Church Island waters and along the kelp bed* in 
Pedder. 

The coho art definitely starting to show In the Beoher Bay 
to Sooke waters, but fiahing can be rated poor, or only fair. 

Out of 220 boats checked mid-week, only 85 salmon were 
reported. 60 per cent of them eight to 16-pound coho, 35 per 
cent three to five-pound jacks and five per cent sockeye and 
pinka. The odd big chlnook is still being taken. 

Esqulmalt Anglers’ Association holds its Labor Day 
Weekend Cerebral Palsy Salmon Derby Saturday, Sunday and 
Monday and there just could be some fair coho fishing in the 
Clover Point to Haystack Island boundary waters. 

Commercial seiners in Juan de Fuca Strait had one big day 
last week, with 56 deliveries accounting for 27,000 coho, 
but apart from that the average day has seen 6000 to 7000 
coho delivered. But the coho that get through that big day 
should be In sports fishing waters now.

The edges at the bade are 
always breaking down, particularly in a 
family lawn where elephant-hoofed 
children play their boisterous garnet, 
and what should be a trim, atrnight 
edge beoomea a ragged aerie* of beya 
and indentadan*, marring the appear¬ 
ance of an otherwise well-groomed 
garden. 

Vigorous grass, too, hat a habit of 
parting out invading column* Into the 
richer aotl of fie flower bed*, and it la 
impossible to maintain any degree of 
neatneta with auoh ragged edge*.

Hie conventional method of deriing 
with thle problem la to cut a new edge 
to fee bed a few tochea back from the 
original border, and fee ideal Imple¬ 
ment for tbfa work la fee half-moon 
edging iron. TVUn does a grand Job for a 
while, but you can’t keep enlarging fee 
flower bed Indefintiely^.ar pretty soon 
you’ll wind up wife sB bed and no lawn. 

In my younger days I waa taught 


how to handle this problem by one of 
Canada's truly great gardeners. He was 
the late W. R. Reader, beloved and 
reepe c ted sup e rint endent of parks for 
Calgary, who was never too busy to 
explain the fine paints of gardening to 
any Interested amateur. He showed me 
• simple little trick whereby you oan 
put a new edge to a flower bed without 
toting any lawn area. 

Hit method waa to cut and take up a 
12-inch atrip of aod along the edge of 
the bed, which isn't nearly as difficult 
as It sounda. He would turn this atrip 
back to front and lay it again With the 
clean-cut straight edge facing the flower 
bed and the broken, irregular edge a 
foot beck, facing into the lawn. 

It waa a simple matter then to fH] up 
the gape and holes with a link soil 
taken from the bed, scatter a pinch or 
two of grass seed, and pat It all down 
with the back of fee spade. In no time 
at all the wounds wiM have healed, fee 
edges of fee grass knitted together, and 
everything la rtlp-ehape again. 

Such a major operation need only be 
performed onoe every two or three 
years, and in betwee n timet fee edge* 
can be trimmed in fee usual way with 


First of si, don’t try to rely on fee 
accuracy of your eye to cut a perfectly 
straight edge. A stretched cord is useful 
as a guide line, bat it tends to away at 
you work, and fee pressure of fee 
edging tool against the cord will bulge it 
inward, resulting in a bow-fronted edge. 

It la much better to use gn old plank 
— the heavier fee better — a* a cutting 
guide, and do your cutting wife the 
blade at fee half-moon edging iron 
pressed snugly against the edge of the 
plank. The implement should be kept 
razor-sharp by dressing fee edge 
occasionally wife a file or a hone, for a 
dull edge U bound to do a sloppy job. 

The natural tendency In using fee 
edging iron is to make your cuts 
vertical — straight up and down — and 
feds etUf-face edge does, in fact, give 
fee neatest appearance. However, such 
an edge tends to crumble easily wife 
any foot traffic near it, and a better 
plan is to slope your cuts outward 
slightly, giving a broader base and 
more support to the edge of the gran.

Capital "Region ambu¬ 
lance authorities said 
Thursday any sirens that 
echo through Victoria 
are being used with 
discretion. 

But some area doctors say 
even the present pattern of 
■Iren use te excessive, it 
■ometime* takes hours to 
calm a patient who hn been 
brought to hospital under a 
walling siren, they say. 

Discretion 

A spokesman for Victoria 
Ambulance Service Ltd., a 
private company, -said be 
.agreed that siren* often were 
overused but the firm's 
drivers tried to be as discreet 
as possible. 

"Tteere are fa m oases (teat 

are true emergencies jagfatir- 
tog flashing red lights and 

sirens. In the 15 years we 
have been fa business here, 
we "have not abused our 
privilege to use three wanting 
devices,” be said. 

Permit Must 

A spokesman for the pro¬ 
vincial Motor Vehicles Branch 
explained that now regula¬ 
tions require an ambulance 
owner to have a permit 
before he installs a siren. 

When he obtains the permit, 
he te told the siren may be 
used only when it is neaesnry 
and as tittle as possible. 

"However, w must give 
the person who has to make 
the decision (on whether to 
use the siren) an opportunity 
to make (hat dectetoa,” he 
added. 

The Motor Vehicles Branch 
involved itself to toe siren 
issue because there have been 
recorded abuses. A few years 
ago an ambulance driver In 
Vancouver was caught using 
his siren to speed his trip to 
lunch. 

Right-of-Way 

For an ambulance to gel 
the right-of-way, It is required 
to sound its siren and have tte 
red lights flashing. Emergency 
vehicles also have the legal 
right to exceed speed llmJts 
and disobey traffic signs, but 
the law says they must 
always be driven with “re¬ 
gard to safety.” 

The B.C. Motor Vehicle Act 
Requires any driver to yield 
toe right-of-way to a vehicle 
using Its siren and flashing 
lights. It the driver is on a 
one-way street, he should puH 
over to the left; cn a twoway 
street, he should move to the 
right. 

A1 Le Qucsne, chief at the 
Langford volunteer fire de¬ 
partment. said the decision on 
whether a siren is used is 
made by the person who is at 
the back of the ambulance 
attending the patient. 

"He tells the driver of th« 
patients’ condition and de¬ 
cides whether the emergency 
justifies such action.” 

Change Urged 

A spokesman far Garden 
City Ambulance, which has a 
coatnot with tit* city af 
Victoria for police calls, said 
the company would like to aee 
the new regulations before 
commenting. 

However, the driven were 
as cautious as possible with 
sirens and there Is almost as 
unwritten (aw with the firm 
that sirens are nert used after 
11:30 p.m., he said.

The Victoria Conservatory 
of Music wi start the 1970 
season with the most dis¬ 
tinguished faculty since it was 
originally incorpor a ted es the 
Victoria (School of Music in 
May of 1964. 

“W« have beta most for¬ 
tunate," said director Robin 
Wood, 'In an Interview Thurs¬ 
day, “in convincing Sydney 
Humphreys to join our 
faculty. I’ve known him for 
many, many years end played 
wHh him in a trio when we 
were both at the Royal 
Academy of Music in Lon¬ 
don." 

Humphreys is very direct in 
his reason* far wanting to 
ocoia to Victoria. "I was 
absolutely sick of the pres¬ 
sure to the point where I frit 
there wag no time for me to 
replenish myself or to re¬ 
hearse. I was always per¬ 
forming at my best level. 
For example, during one per¬ 
iod I gave 19 performances in 
21 days on eight different pro¬ 
grams. 

"I also believed that It was 
time one of us three Cana¬ 
dians teaching at the Royal 
Academy came home to work 
with Canadian students. Apart 
from Robin Wood’s glowing 
talk at flowering cherry tree* 
here in February, which of 
course sounded most attrac¬ 
tive, there are musical rea¬ 
sons as wrii. 

"In the London environ¬ 
ment, I found that in teach¬ 
ing. mare often then not, my 
first contact with my student 
would be when the young 
musician was about 17, and in 
my opinion this as too late. It

often meant that the whole 
first year was spent in 
correcting or getting the 
student to unlearn bad habits. 

"I feel that in the Victoria 
Conservatory environment it 
will be possible to become a 
part of the development of 
young musician* 

"I was bom in Chilliwack, 


but started to take my first 
violin lessons in Nanaimo. It 
really feels very good'th be 
home." 

Humphreys completed his 
studies with the celebrated 
George* Enesco in Paris and 
was a leading member of the 
Bath Chamber Orchestra 
under Menhuin. 


He was leader of the 
Aeolian Quartet, generally 
accepted as one of the finest 
String ensembles in the 
‘Unitril Kindom, Before join¬ 
ing the Victoria Conserva¬ 
tor y 'a faculty, Humphreys 
was professor and a fellow of 
the Royal Academy of Music 
in London. . 


His wife, who plays the 
piano professionally as Mary 
Ducker, has. also joined the 
conservatory staff. 

She studied at the Roys! 
Academy with Max Flranl for 
four years, and afterwank 
was awarded a Bavarian 
State Scholarship to study 
piano and accompanying at 
the Munich Mualk Hoeh- 
achuele. 

On returning to England 
she taught piano, theory, and 
directed three choirs at the 
Newham Academy of Music 
In London. 

Humphreys will join Robin 
Wood and James Hunter in 
the Victoria Trio. He also ha* 
plans for the formation of a 
chamber orchestra. 

The trio plane to contribute 
to the forthcoming outpouring 
of Beethoven music by per¬ 
forming the composer'* trios 
and sonatas as part of the 
Beethoven Bicentennary. 

Wood is enthusiastic about 
the nine new faculty mem¬ 
bers, and is especially pleased 
that the conservatory will be 
able to offer first quality 
teaching in wind inatrument*. 

He added, "We are also 
pleased that Kathryn Ely is 
joining us. For the first time 
we have a top flight harp 
teacher. Our reputation has 
grown to the point where our 
20 senior student* come from 
all parts of the province and 
Washington and this year we 
even have two from Hong 
Kong." 

Last year the conservatory 
attracted a total of more than 
550 students and this season 
the enrolment could probably 
top 600.

It takes 23 hours from 
the time it first starts to form 
until it Is laid, says Dorothy 
Batchslter. 

Mrs. Batcheller says that 
although you buy eggs by the 
doasn, they are actually sold 
by the pound. When you know 
that. It helps you decide 
which size is mbst economical 
st any given time. 


Mrs. Bate belter, home 
economist for the Poultry 
Product* Institute at Canada, 
•ay* grade A eggs are divided 
into five size classifications 
based on weight. The eggs 
within a clarification! may 
vary aa much as 14 of an 
ounce, which is why, when 
you buy a dozen grade A 
large eggs, you may get eggs 
of slightly different size. 

"Eggs will deteriorate in 
hours at a room temperature 
of 71 or over as fast as they 
will in days in the refriger¬ 
ator. People who do their 
shopping then leave eggt in 
the car while they play golf 
□n a hot summer day are apt 
to wind up with coddled 
eggs.” 


When you store them, store 
the wide end up because 
that's where the air cell is. 

"If you store an egg on Its 
side, the air cell can slide 
around and push the yolk out 
of shape. 

"Keep eggs cool and 
covered or in a door rack 
where they can't get a 
transfer of flavor from other 
foods."

"A tittle egg more or less 
doesn’t matter much in cook¬ 
ies, but it may In a custard, 
where you want the volume.”

OTTAWA (CP)—A settlement of the year-old 
postal dispute was announced formally early today 
by mediator Hiomas O’Connor, Toronto labor 
relations specialist. 

The settlement, which goes to the 27,000 postal 
workers for ratification, provides for a 55-cent-an- 
hour wage increase spread over 2% years from last 
Sept 30, when the previous work contract expired.

A 55-cent raise on that base 
over 30 months would work out at about 7.2 per cent 
The settlement was signed after 1 a.m. thiB 
morning, foilowtag prolonged talks. 

The agreement has to be ratified by the workers, 
before it becomes official. 

The settlement—discussed throughout Thursday 
by union leaders, government negotiators, mediator 
Thomas O’Connor and the federal cabinet—breaches 
the government’s guiding maximum of six per amt 
for wage settlements this year. 

Earlier in the day, representatives of the postal 
workers accepted a recommended settlement by 
O’Connor, but the government’s position was 
uncertain.

By the early morning hours 
today moat of the dissident 
veterans had scattered from 
an apartment house where 
they had holed up during the 
day-long shootout, officers at 
the scene said.

At least nine persons were 
wounded, including three 
American military police who

aali were fired on.

Soviet military personnel and 
advisers in Egypt have in¬ 
creased from 4,000 to 10,000 in 
13 months. 

The report said “of great

Early Today: Deal Would Bend Guidelines 


POSTAL PACT SIGNED 


OTTAWA (CP)—A settlement of the year-old 
postaMlspute was announced formally early today 
by mediator Thomas O’Connor, Toronto labor 
relations specialist. 

The settlement, which goes to the 27,000 postal 
workers for ratification, provides for a 55-cent-an- 
hour wage Increase spread over 2V 2 years from last 
Sept. 30, when-the previous work contract expired. 

The government says that works out to an 
annual increase rate of 6.8 per cent. The union says it 
is 7.2 per cent. 

The difference arises because the raise would be 
applied to different wage bases in force among 
various workers. The average hourly rate generally is 
considered to be $3.06. A 55-cent raise on that base 
over 30 months would work out at about 7.2 per cent. 


The settlement was signed after 1 a.m. this 
morning, fallowing prolonged talks. 

The agreement has to be ratified by the workers, 
before it becomes official. 

The settlement—discussed throughout Thursday 
by union leaders, government negotiators, mediator 
TTiomas O’Connor and the federal cabinet—breaches 
the government’s guiding maximum of six per cent 
for wage settlements this year. 

* * * 

Earlier in the day, representatives of the postal 
workers accepted a recommended • settlement by 
O’Connor, , but the government’s position was 
uncertain. 

Acting prime minister Mitchell Sharp told 
reporters after a Thursday cabinet meeting the 


government has examined O’Connor’s report and the 
treasury board negotiating team will continue 
mediation talks. 

Sharp said the government is hopeful ot a 
settlement but no further cabinet meetings have been 
set “I think the prospects for a settlement are better 
than they have been.” 

William Walsh, a Hamilton trade union con 
sultant and adviser to the council, said in an 
interview Thursday the negotiating team for the 
27,000 postal workers has accepted O’Connor’s 
recommendation. 

Progressive Conservative MP George Hees, 
(Prince Edward Hastings) an Opposition front bench 
member, said the settlement of the postal dispute 
early today was needlessly delayed and costly 
because of government “stupidity”. 


Hees observed in a statement that the 
government had finally abandoned its own 6-per¬ 
cent guide to maximum pay settlements this Iqng 
after it had been made obsolete by a succession of 
industrial settlements since the beginning of the year. 


“The stubborn stupidity of the government in 
trying to impose a guideline which bore no 
relationship to reality has cost the country many 
millions of dollars in lost postal revenue and many 
times that amount In postal business which will be 
lost for all time," he said. 

Hees said many businesses have made it clear 
they intend to continue to use courier services “which 
have proved to be both efficient and reasonable in 
costs during the long period of postal delays."
